The question 
of supreme interest at the moment 
is “What will Marshal Chiang Kui- 
shek do at Nanking?” Will he at- 
tempt to establish a new Nationalist 
Government, and thus complete the 
rout of the Communists? 

The history of the Nationalist 
Split is absorbingly interesting, for 
it centres almost wholly sround 
Marshal Chiang. He is a soldier; 
and he has always been against the 
access of armed power, possessed by 
the Labour organisations, strike 
pickets, -peopies’ armies and all 
such-like forees, He has never Jikesd 
Russlang and he has displayed im- 


| patience at the influence of Moscow. 


While there wag, territory south of 
the Yangtaze to be wrested from’ the 
hands of the North, Chiang 
wag content to’ go fighting, and it 
must be acknowledged that his mili- 
tary successes have been one, of the 
greatest modern- day surprises in 
China, But.the political power of 
the party for whom he has done all 
this fighting became even more 
strongly held than before by Com- 
munists and Labour leaders who 
were under the guidance of Mos- 
cow, Canton has been ruled by 
Labour; Hankow, sinee the Nation- 
alista have mado it their headquar- 
ters, has been similarly in the grip 
of political extremists; and Shang- 


hai, after its fall, waa' obviously 
going. the same way, Let us 
repeat: Chiang is o soldier, and 
he js naturally averss to armed 
power, being in any other than mili- 
tary hands. If-the Labour Unions 
and the Communists and all such 
had been content to remain unarm- 
ed politicians there would Ppoasibly 


;/have been no split in the ‘Kuomin- 


tang ranks. But ‘there cannot be 
tivo armies—one uniformed and in 
the field and the other not uniform- 
edvand in control of the seats of 
Government and Viable at uny mo- 
ment ‘to act contrary tothe 
wishes and friendliness of the army: 
in the field. That is why Chinng 
Kai-shek has’ acted. 

We do not! imagine. for one mo- 
ment that: Chiang and his loyal 
military officers and supporters are 
any Jess Nationalist or “anti-for- 
cign” than the majority of others 
inthe pariy.; But Chiang is intol- 
erant of rule and dictittion by arm- 
ed Labour, and he has taken fairly 
effective means in’ Shanghai and 
Canton to make Labour as subject 
to the veneral machinery of govern- 
ment must be all the other 
parties in a community. Hitherto 
—at least in Canton—Labour has 
been.a law and force unto itsel!. 
Obviously, Chiang could not’ coun- 
tenance aecontinuance of that. And 
we shall possibly see an altempt 
mide to bring about the fall of the 
WWankow ‘clique—Labour ‘and Com- 
munist extremists, «There will 
doubtless be an aftermath of “in- 
gidents” both in Shanghai and Can- 
ton, but Chiang will have perform-

Nationalist movement of China if 
he sueceedsvin depriving the “Reds” 
and Labour extremists of their 
very dangerous powers, We are 
witnessing'a really big test and a 
very important movement. 

; Disarmament, 

» The annual talk of disarmament 
is with us, and this time there is 
an actual effort to bring something 
out of the basket in the way of an 
agreement. There is n meeting of 
a League of Nations, committee 
specit uly detailed for the task of 
arranging the question of naval 
limitations, to which the three 
Powers that count in a naval sense, 
Britain, the United States of 
SAmorica and Japan, are partially 


committed. France has taken 
a different line in the matter, 
as she did when other disurmament 


ideas were mooted, and this is in 
accordance with her'detached at- 
titude in the ense of the Washing- 
ton naval limitation agreement of 
a few years ago. Under that ar- 
rangement, Britain abandoned de- 
finitely the three-power standard, 
and the famous ratio was adopted 
with America and Japan. It. is 
being pointed out by others that we 
have not come off so badly as was 
at one time expected, and our fleets 


can still muster the. most, powerful }, 


bea weapon that the world knows. 
Yet there is much talk of further 
limits, chiefly because’ of the necd 
for economy. So.far as the Bri- 
tish Navy is concerned, it is doult- 
ful whether there can be any fur- 
ther “cuts” without sacrificing tHe 
precious margin of safety. The 
Empire requires a big navy owing 
to its extent and richness, its help- 
lessneas insofar as an Imperial 
naval arm goes as a matter . of 
secondary consideration, but, pri- 
marily, owing to its scattered ‘na- 
ture, bordering the sens of the en- 
tire globe. A sharp retort to cri- 
tics, though‘ veiled in. suave 
phrases, was administered by the 
official reply to the recent Budget 
debate, as well'as brought out in 
the course of the Budget’s introduc- 
tion and subsequent discussion, 
Just as a smailer navy than Britain 
now has would be verging on the 
suicidal in foreign policy, so would 
a smaller army; which already,-the 
experts tell us, .is’ shrunk to’ an 
alarming degree. We always have 
the potential weapon of consorip- 
tion in case of national need, but 
the late war taught the lesson of 
having sufficient trained forces 
ready cquipped for immediate use 
in 4 crisis, - On: tho whole, apart 
from the Par Fastern position to- 
day, the world has, as Mr, Churchill 
recently said, grown more peaceful, 
Theye have heen angry words oc- 
casionally, but far less of the old 
Tesire to come to blows. The re- 
cent years of Armageddon have 
worked something of a cure. . With 
leas bellicosity, there still remaing 
the ‘need ‘for preparedness, within 
limits. . And while adequate. de- 
fence forees may be retained, there 
is good reason for International 
agreement against senseless’ ac- 
gumulations of armament, So we 
welcome the present naval disarma- 
ment, discussion; at the very least 
it ‘indicntes a desira among the 
bigger Powers to avold cause for 
mutual distrust, and presages an 
expectation’ of future friendship 
and co-operation in the causo of 
world peace.
